The 1dea woich has originated in Demo-

The
Commission would be presumptively a
non-partisan body. By the fact thatit
was to be appointed by Mr. Cleveland
the presumption would be even stronger
thatit wonld represent his opinion in fa-
varof tariff reduction. The statement of
the prapuosition is that its personnel would
be selected from the bosiness ranks, So
that the conelusion points to a report
earrying out Mr. Cleveland's proposal
for tariff redoctions, but shaping the re-
ductions on conservative and non-parti-
san Jines, amd with decided enre against
injary th business interests,

Such a eourse wounld go bevond any pre-
viutis expectations with regard to the care
with which the administration would use
its vietory. For a pariy after gaining
such # sweeping success to let its antag-
onists off witn such 2 moderate use of its
power is almost without precedent: but
that such moderation would strengihen the
party using it beyond all former example
isequally true. I such a proposition for
a il redoction on eonservative and non-
partisan lines is tendered tfo the Rapube
licans they eannot do bet*er than acoepl-
it, and be thankfal that their defeat is at-
tended with no more disastrons results

But, while ewsry impartial man must
applaud the mederation and even gener-
osity of the theory, it is not to be con-
eealed that there may be practical diffi-
culties in the way of making the theory
wors. Iu the first place a doubt may be
suggested whether the basie iden 1s correet,
that ¢ commission of business men is the
most conservative and disinterested body
possible.  Hearings before tariff commit-
tees bave pot demonstrateid that business
men are less swayed by self-intzrest than
other men.  The charpeter of the Com-
mission’s report might be Jargely de-
termined by the business interests repre-
septed in the body, I there were a
mujority of the Commission Trom the
manufacturing interests, as is extremely
nnlikely, there ks no doubt that the tariff
changes would be extremely conservative,
It the majority were from the importing
interests they might be quite the reverse

But sapposing that the Commission’s
report should, as is contemplated, present
a scheme of tariff reduction of very con-
servative and moderate character, it has
to be remembercd that it would have to
urdergo the action of Congress in whieh
there isa strong element of the radical
free-traders. Our tardf history already
coutains one instance mm which a tarif
commission's report was changed by a
R publican Congress; and the Democratic
Cougress might concinde that it was as
well abie to do the same thing. If the
proposed Commission’s yeport should not
be radical enough to suit the free frade
ring, there is no doubt that we would bear
anew in Congress the cry raised in the
Democratie convention, that the Demo-
cratio party might as well surrender to the
protectionists at once.  After all it would
have to bhe determined by the contest in
Congress whether the moderate or the
radical policy of tariffi reduction should
prevail,

It is mevertheless to be earnestly hoped
that the Commission proposal is, as it pur-
poris, the authoritative administration
policy. This will be the hope of all un-
prejudiced minds, first, bhecause it indi-
cates a moderation that contains the best
augury for the business future; and,
second, beeause it impiies in any event
deliberation and care in whatever changes
are to be made,

A THREADBARE SENSATION,

Journalistic lovers of the sensational
bave been regaling themselves and their
readers during the past few  day with the
fect that the new comet, supposed to be
Bielas’, is headed directly for the earth
and witl cross the orbit of our sphere
about the beginning of next week. The
disenssion of the disastrous consequences
of a colligion briwesn the comet and the
earih is caleulated to agitate the mervous
mind; but otherwise it is not worthy more
than en astronomical consideration,

Sinee this possibility of collision has
been made so muech of, it s
worth while to point ont the slight
grounds for paying any attention
to it, uniess it is, desired to affright
the ignorant. In the first place the best
erleulations of the astronomers indicate
that the comet will pass over the earth’s
path a day before the earth reaches the
point where the orkits ioterseet. It is
true that the irregulur movements of
romets give this ealeulation an element of
uncerdainty; but the uncertainties are
more likely to remove the comet from the
earth than to bring it closer.

Beyond that the reasons for supposing
that a collision with a comet would have
serions eonsequences for the earth are very
weak, The earth bas already passed
through the nebulous matter of at least
two comets without any but the expert
knowing of ilL.  This particular comet is
=0 frail in texture that it has already been
seen to separate into two parts without
any visible cause; and & is the most un-
likely thing in eosmogony that a body of
such extremely slight tenuity could work
any injury to the earth if it should actu-
ally come incontact with it,  The worstto
be feared is an eleelric slorm and metsorie
showers, if, us is probable, the erratic ap-
pearsnce in the heavens should manags
out of all space to hit such a small objzet
as our earth,

about in our world without conjuring up
fears such as appealed to the superstitions
in the dork ages Comets have always
been bagbears fo the illanformed; bot we
shou!d be bevond using that threadbare
sensation in this age of the worid,

week's gain in specie has beon $2,620,200, it is
offset by n loss of greenbacks 67 509,100
This suggests the idea that bank ofMicers are
accumulating gold in preferencs to green-
backs, a8 being equally gool fnany event,
and better in case gold shonld go ton pre-
mium, Forthe present It makes no difter-
ence whether the reservesare zold or paper,
the Important faet being that they are in-
erensing and that the rate of interest for
money s conseygnently falling,

Ordinarily it wonld be easy to forecast the
course of monoy matters, for o few months
tocome at least. We- should haveonly to
look back to see what has happened gt this
season In former yoars to know what to ex-
peot now. Money onght to be easy until to-
ward New Year's Day, when the require-
ments for nunoal settioments and for diyi-
dend and interest payments would make
the demand for it tempornrily nocive, Then
should ensue another period or ease until
spring, and then an increasing stringéncy
during the summer, culnmnating fn  the
sutumn crop movement, and flnnlly we
should come back to the point at which we
are at present.

TWO PLANS PROPOSED.
The Demoecrats Considering a Couple of
Ways of Ralsing Revenues Necessary
for Expenseso! the Government—Some
' TIwportations Under Lower Tariff Ex-
pected to Be Largely Incrensed—Reasd-

Justment of the Internal Revenue,

IFROM A ETAFF CURRESPONDENT.

WAsHINGTON, Nov. 20.—The Democrats
base apon two measyres their hope of in-
creasing the revefues to an extent that
thore will be no danger nt any time that
the reccipts will not comfortably ex-
ceed the expenditures of the Government.
One {s that, with a reduction of the tarlfl on
certain lines, importations wilt so multiply
a8 to incredse the amount regeived from
dutfes to the extent of 450,000,000 or $60, 000,000,
That is, by bringing a cerinin liuge bulk of
forsign goods Into ecompetition with do-
meatie mnanufmotured goods, and decrensing
the product of the iatter by an equal
amount, the sum of 51,000,000 or $§7,000,000
way be added to the cuscoms revennes,
That must inppen or their schems will not
work, for, Il at the rednced duty the native
manafactarer can fully
with the forsigner, there wonld certainly
lie no increass of importitions,

. Another view taken by those who are dig-
ging Into the question of probabilities is
that the mlling off of impoftations ,under
the MoKinley bill is so inconsidersbie as to
show shat praetically all of the forolen
goods that ave wanted sre now imported,
and thuat under n reduced tarifl it i= probable
that importations would not sreatly in-
crease in bulk. Thercfore, no mastor which
way the continrency (s viowed the reform-
ersare left in doubt ms whether they will
gain by thelr plans the increass of customs
revenue wiieh will be soon imperatively de-
manded for the uses of the Government, “

THE other hone is that the system of in-
ternal revenne can bo readjnsteld to add 85,
000,000 or $30,0.0,000 to the income from that
souree. Itis tné opinion of Commlssioner
Mason, of the Burvesu of Internal Revenne,
as expressed to the correspondent of Tus
Disratou, thatthe Democorats will find greas
dificulty in mcecomplishing their purpose
in tiiis direction. ‘fhe reduction of the tax
on the various grades of tolmeco by the Me-
Kinbey bill resulted in a decrénse of revenue
from that source of only whout £7 000,000, nd-
mitting that the same amount wouhi have
been consumed had the tax remalned as ic
WS,

Mr. Mason thinks thac it will not he found
sdrvisable to disturb the tolmeen tax jor the
little that might be gained, with u possi-
hillty shat nothing would be galued as ali,
The reduction of the tax on whisky ten
cents & gallon wounld suggest o vist reduc-
tion in the revenue from that sonree, but
whille the consumption of whisky nsn bev-
ernge has not probably increased srentiy on
that aceaunt, its extended use In sclence
nnd the arta has largely compensated for
tiie loss by reduction of the tax, and tho un-
purilleled prodaetion of this yenr will actu-
ully inerease the revenues over yhiose of lust
yenr by several million dollars. The manu-
meture Is nlways In excess of the demandl
This r the sxcess will be beyond any-
thing known before, on aceount of the larse
erops and che'p pricos o1 grain.  The possi-
bility of an Inerease of the tax will lead ton

be an notanl decren=c of the resenne under
an addittonnl tax instead of an ncrease ot
least tor u time.

Another important statement made to the
corvespondent of Tar Diseaten by Commis-
sloner Mason ls thut the higher the tax the
greater the indneament to commit frmud
Not only does “moonshining™ thrive best
undera high tax, but there are mnny other
ways of commitiing frand thut are not con-
sullered bBeyofd the morulily of even so-
citlled repuinble denleri. Fraude of il kindsd
in gauging nnd welzhilng, by slightly inerous
ing the sizeof the burrelsnnd by miny other
methods invariably multiply just as the in-
ducement incregses In force, nnd the losses
from this source would ndd to the chance
thnt the hope of tie Demoeruts from the in-
crense of the tux would prove barren to a
jdistressing degree.

“By the way,"” said Commissioner Mason,
in eoncluding a Lrie! conversation on this
subfeet, “it hws been alwiays a curjous study
to me why there should be sach n hue and
ery anbout taxation. Where do the taxes
eomne from? The bulk of the revenue from
customs is from  bmported silles, satins,
Inces expensive fabrica for the wenr of men
aml women, bigh-priced wines, ligaors, and
tobnecos, none of which 8 necessary ror thoe
comlort or enjoyment of per<ons of substan-
tinl ides of whist is wost healthiol wnd de-
#irable in life.

“Neavly one-third of the engire income of
the Governmant 4 derived from interual
taxution on whisky, wobndeo and vleomnr-
gurine.
